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WILDERNESS — 
HOW MUCH JS ENOUGH? 


The Forest Service and its many 
public have been wrestling with 
that question since the first wilder- 
ness area was designated back 
in 1924, Since that time 15,7 mil- 
lion aeres have been included in 
the National Wilderness Preserya- 
tion System, with 88% of that 
total being on National Forests. 
Today there is still a substantial 
acreage of roadless and relatively 
undeveloped Jand, for which fu- 
ture management plans need to be 
developed, 

National Forest System lands 
have possible choices of uses in- 
cluding wildlife, dispersed recrea- 
tion, campgrounds, — wilderness, 
timber harvesting, mining, ski 
areas, etc, Any of the areas. could 
be managed for a single use or 
for a combination of these.. and 
other uses, Some people would 
opt for nearly all roadless ‘areas 
being included in the wilderness 
system, while other people favor 
multiple uses of the Forest to meet 
the growing national needs for 
‘lumber, developed recreation, min- 
erals, ete. : 

To settle the debate as quickly 
as possible a process known as 
RARE IL is in progress. RARE is 
‘an acronym for Roadless Area 
Review and. Evaluation, The pur- 
-pose of this review is to identify 
the roadless areas and determine 
which ones should be recommend- 
‘ed for wilderness designation; 
-which ones should receive further 
study; and which ones should be 
managed for multiple uses other 
than wilderness. 


Nationwide this study encom- - 


‘passes 66 million acres with ap- 
proximately 262,000 acres-in 18 
areas occurring. on the White 
Mountain National Forest. Of im- 
mediate concern to this area would 
be the Wild River Area, Approxi- 
mately 46,000 acres is included in 
this study area. ‘ 

The Evans Notch Ranger District 
now has the Draft Environmental 
Statement available for public re- 
view. All interested persons are 
urged to visit the Evans Notch 
Ranger District office. and review 
the statement, Members of the 
District staff will be available to 
discuss the RARE II process.
